This  Society  shall  be  called  and  knoi\T3 
as  '  'The  British  Columbia  Pioneer  Socie- 
ty" It  is  designed  to  be,  and  is,  a  moral, 
benevolent,  literary,  and  scientific  associa-    ^^^^ 
tion,    and  its  objects  are:   To  cultivate 
social  intercourse,  form  a  more  perfect 
union  among  its  members,  and  create  a 
fund  for    charitable   purposes   in   their 
behalf;  to  collect  and  preserve  information  objectH 
connected  with  the  early  settlement  and 
subsequent  history  of  the  country;  to 
form   such  libraries  and  cabinets,  and 
to   pursue   such   literary   and  scientific 
ob j  ects  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from 
time    to    time    determine,     and   in   all 
appropriate  matters  to  advance  the  inter-    . 
este  and  perj)etuate  the  memory  of  those  society. 
whose  sagacity,    energy  and  enterprise, 
induced  mem  to  settle  in  the  wilderness 
and  become  the  founders  of  a  new  colony.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  II. 


The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  two

ARTICLE  in. 

Any  person  duly  qualified,  desirous  of

ARTICLE  IV. 

Each  person,  on  admission,  shall  pay 
such  fees  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
By-Laws;  and  all  funds  arising  thererrom, 
or  from  monthly  dues,  or  from  donations 
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(unless  such  donations  are  given  for  other 
specific  purposes),  shall,  after  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Society  have  been  paid, 
be  devotecl  solely  to  the  purposes  for 
which,  in  Article  1. ,  it  is  declared  that  this 
Society  is  instituted. 

AETICLE  V.         ^ 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shalT consist  officeiH 
of  a  President,  one  Vice-President,  a 
Physician,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a 
Board  of  Directors,  to  consist  of  seven 
Members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents 
of  the  City  of  Victoria. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Stated  Meetings  of  the  Society  for  the  j^^^^j^  ^ 
transaction  of  business  shall  be  held  on  ^  ^^^' 
the  first  Wednesday  in  each  month,  but 
the  President  may  call  Special  Meetings 
at  such  times  as  he  shall  deem  necessary. 
The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  for 
the  election  of  Officers  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  December  in  each 
year,  and  at  such  meeting  the  Annual 
lleports  of  the  Officers  of  the  Society  shall 
be  made. 

AETICLE  Vn. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  Election 
elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  for  officers. 
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one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  for 
Board  Business  at  the  call  of  the  President,  and 
a  majority  of  the  Board  may  fill  any  vacan- 
cies whicn  may  occur  in  its  own  body.  The 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall 
be  ex-Officio  Members  of  the  Board,  a  ma-

business. 

ARlxCLE  IX. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  shall  determine  the  Order 
Duties  of  Business  in  each.  He  shall  strictly  en- 
force the  Provisions  of  the  Constitution, 
By-Laws,  and  the  Standing  Eules  of  Or- 
der, and  shall  see  that  all  Officers  and 
Committees  perform  their  respective  du- 
ties. He  shall  sign  aU  Besolutions,  and 
Orders  passed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Heshallneither  make  nor  second  any  mo- 
resi  en  .  ^j^j^  ^j.  resolutions,  nor  take  part  in  any 

debate,  while  in  the  Chair.  He  shall  in- 
spect and  announce  the  result  of  all  ballot- 
ings,  or  other  voting  by  the  Society.  The 
Vice-President,    in  the  absence  of   the 
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President,  shall  exercise  the  same  power 
and  authority  as  the  President. 

ARTICLE  X.

The  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  min- 
uets of  all  the  proceeeings  of  the  Society 
and  Board  of  Directors,  shall  record  its 
By-Laws  ^and  Ordinances,  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  solely  for  that  purpose;  shall 
preserve  a  register  of  the  names  of  thej^^^.^^, 
members,  and  keep  a  correct  account 
therewith,  and  shall  collect  and  pay  over 
to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  due  the  So-  of 
ciety ;  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  all  the  books  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  me  Society,  excepting  those  of  the  Secretary. 
Treasurer.  He  shali  certify  all  accounts 
and  records,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  countersign 
all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  signed  by  me 
President.  He  shall  make  reports  of  his 
accounts  at  such  times  as  may  be  required
